Hungarian 
Government

centrate Emigration. 


Vienna. Nov. 8.—(Special)—The Hun 
garlan government has introduced In 
the relchsrath an emigration reform 
bill of sweeping character. 
One of 


the main provisions of 
this 
bill 


strikes a heavy blow at the North At- 
lantic steamship lines by empower- 
ing the government to route emigrants 
through the Hungarian port of Flume. 


Up to tho present time Hungarian 


emigrants have sailed chiefly from 
the ports of Hamburg, Bremen, Rot- 
terdam and Antwerp, and last year a 
total of 70,941 Hungarians left these 
ports. 


. > 
'Prospective Loss 


The prospective loss to the German 


and other steamship lines 
sailing 


from the ports mentioned is likely to 
be .even greater, because Austria is 
now preparing a bill almlllar to the 
one Introduced by Hungary, by which 
It Is expected to send Austrian 
emi- 


grants through Trieste. 


The Hungarian bill specifically pro- 


hibits the 
emigration of 
certain 


classes of people, including men who 
have not performed military sen-ice, 
parents who leave behind them chil- 
dren under fifteen years of age .and 
persons without adequate traveling 
money of* whose expenses are paid by 
foreign states or colonization socie- 
ties. 


Forbids Emigration 


Under the bill the government can 


forbid emigration to certain 
coun- 


tries entirely or provisionally, and it 
can prevent the emigration of certain 
classes of artisans when this Is deem- 
ed expedient. 
Tho bill 
provides 


strict regulations for tho emigrant 
transportation and far the regulation 
of emigration agencies, under heavy 
penalties.

A young officer should 


have but om? allegiance, and 
that 


should he to tho 
service. 
Those 


without private means must necessar- 
ily divde their pay-between tho de- 
mands of their office, and family. A 
considerable number are required for 
service In the Phlllppnes, where liv- 
ing Is expensive and tho accomplish- 
ment of this tour of duty results In 
actual hardship to officers with fam- 
lies. 


FRENCH VOTE IS 


AGAINST BONI 


The French Chamber of Deputies In- 


validates the Election of 


De Castellane. 


Paris, Nov. 8.—After an exciting de- 


bate the chamber of deputies today, 
by 278 to 235 votes. Invalidated the 
election of Count Bonl do Castellane 
as a member of the house. 


The. question came up when tho 


committee on contested elections pre- 
sented Us report without recommend- 
ation, leaving the chamber to pass on 
tho question. 


Emile Chauvln made a bitter attack 


on the Count de Castellane, declaring 
that he had been guilty of Irregulari- 
ties and saying that the.count 
had 


accused his opponent of being 
of 


German descent and.a Dreyfusard. 


Accuses The Count 


In the course of his speech 
M. 


Chauvln declared that Count de Cas- 
tellane, In order to warm the enthu- 
siasm of his partisans, abandoned all 
reserve, and, through ais agents, gave 
unlimited credit In hotels, inns and 
drinking places, until the district was 
gay with fetes and merriment during 
tho campaign. 


The Count delivered his reply In 


vehement tones and Indignantly re- 
pudiated the accusations of M. Chau- 
vln, which, he declared, were an 'at- 
tack upon the integrity and honesty 
of his constituency; 
He explained 


further that he had. helped some poor 
worklngmen's organization, but that 
ho hafl asked nothing In return. 


Scene Of Disorder 


During tho debate three was much 


disorder, the members of the left ap- 
plauding the attacks on Count de Cas- 
tellane and Jeering at his reply, while 
the count's republican 
associates 
gave him hearty applause. 


The result of the vote necessitates 
another election In the Basses Alpes 
district, represented by Count Bonl.' 


When tho President of the chamber 


announced result. of the vote Count 
Bonl aroso nnd started for the door. 
His friends crowded around him shak- 
ing his hand. 
The business of the 


chamber was suspended temporarily 
while the count was escorted to the 
exit.

ber he turned and shouted defiantly: 
"Gentlemen, I will bo with you again."

These aro the rndlal, circular 
nnil gridiron types. The circular boule- 
vard, so often Heoii In the ifld world 
cities, will be laid around the town, 
one-half of It being laid out as a park 
rond, properly planted. The other half 
of the boulevard will be u»ed for ex- 
hibition purpoHeH. In the center of the 
park road will bu thu mllro.ii] station 
on n square just touching thu outer 
edge of the boulevard.

from this. open entrance to the town 
nt n slight upward grade will be a 
broad, well paved street, ending In a 
plnza. 


This plaza will be the official ns well 


ns the actual center. 
Around It wlli 


be tho group of public buildings, the 
county courthouse,''thi! town hall, the 
postotllee. The plnzii will Iw laid out 
with unusual euro and in such a way 
that It and the surrounding structures 
will form n harmonic whole. 


As tho streets aro to form one of the 


limln parts of thu exhibit,-they will be 
used to Illustrate . the •principles of 
municipal art. They will have good 
pavements and gutters, smooth side- 
walks and will 'be kept spotlessly 
clean. 
There will" be i>no overhead 


wires, no waste paper and refuse, no 
billboards. Street signs will bo,plain 
and perfectly legible. The lights will 
be Dimple and dlgnllied. There .may 
even bu seats along the way. 


Not only will the promoters attempt 


to sbo\r what ought to be avoided In 
making a town beautiful, but they will 
make use of only the most Artistic 
f urnl.shlngs in hydrantx, mall j boxes, 
refuse receptacles, the lighting appa- 
ratus and, thu public convenience sta- 
tions.

Typhoid 
fever Is considered liy .scluutlHtti as n 
filth disease. Ignorance and stupidity 
nre often .responsible for outbreaks of 
disease in localities that with trilling 
care In the disposition of sink drains 
and garbage would never have oc- 
curred. 
Kitchen refuse thrown In n 


heap In the back yard, tlu-ru to fester 
ntul rot, l.s always a dangerous neigh- 
bor. 
What cannot be burned should 


be disposed of In a inminer that will 
preclude tho possibility of Its becom- 
ing a menace to public health. 


The refuse In the district of Enllng, 


adjacent to London, which bus a popu- 
lation of li',000, Is.buriied in n patent 
"destructor" which ban four cells. It 
bus a chimney 1-13 feet lu height. Tilts 
fuel used Is a Ono colas, and the quan- 
tity consumed costs «7 cents a day. 
The cost of the destructor was $10,000. 
The quantity of refuse burned Is U,ll!0 
tons per year. The heat from the de- 
structor is utilized by a boiler supplj-- 
Ing steam for an engine which drives 
the lime mixing machines and clay 
mixer for tho sewage portion of thu 
works.

division of London, with a population 
of 1"X),000, have erected n patent de- 
structor .with a cliliiinoy ir>0 fe'et In 
height.
